The woman who was travelling with him, one CARYN E. CAMPBELL, 23 yrs. of 
age, 5'4", 105 lbs., brown shoulder-length hair, last seen wearing a beige woolly jacket 
and blue jeans, had left the doctor and his two children in the lobby of the Wildwood 
Inn and went back to their room. Room 210, to retrieve a magazine. The young lady has 
not returned as of this point. It should be indicated that Dr. Gadowski and Ms. Campbell 
had been living together for one year. Ms. Campbell is a registered nurse, has no 
history of any mental problems, is not any medication or drugs. Dr. Gadowski and 
Ms. Campbell and his children had been in Aspen for approx, two days. They had planned 
on leaving Jan. 19, 1975.
